None seemed to take any inter- 
est in us and we wandered all over 
the show The 5th and 8th Batta- 
lions were out resting.

especially ‘from those somewhat

The uneconcern of the men sur- 
prised me muchiy. In those days 
128 and 129 were not partisular- 
ly cushy trenches. Casualties were 
invariably suffered (by men oecu- 
pying them, yet these men, civil- 
ians a vear ago. carried themselves 





like veterans. They would say in 
answer to an enquiry of a mutual 
friend that he ‘had “‘got it’’ (either 
killed oy wounded) and express no 
great sorrow. -All in the luek of 
the game. Already they were fa- 
talists. Tif such and such a one 
was to “‘wet it,”’ 
that’s all there was to it. Every 
afternoon about the same hour one 
solitary shell from some 
German gun would moan its way 
over our heads and explode in the 
village of Neuve Eglise. 
lise itself was the objective and 
eventually became a ruin. This 


shell was most alarming at first. In | 


my ignorance expected it to drop 


in our camp and would look up in | 


the vain hope Gf seeing it. Was 
very much of a rookie in those 
days. Could camouflage myself as 
a soldier in England and get away 
with it, but here, amongst men 
who had actually been in the line 
J realized my ignorance and said 
but little. Very quickly did I ae- 


custom myself to this daily shell | 


and took it quite as a matter of 
course. Could not understand 
why the enemy never shelled the 
camp. He was on higher ground, 
giving him complete observation of 
Our movements. 
a telescope I saw Germans moving 
about in Messines (at the double). 
This was an event if you please. 
Had actually seen a live German. 

Leigh (“‘B’’ Squadrn, later ob- 
tained a commission in the C.F.A.) 
and myself set out one day up the 
long communization trench to visit 
our friends in the line, but got the 
wind wp and hurried back long be- 
fore that point was reached. 

The weather was so hot and my 
breeches so uncomfortable that I 
sliced olff a chunk of cloth and con- 
verted them into excellent shorts. 
Many followed my exampe. Shorts 
had not vet been adopted as the 
official covering for the legs of 
the infantry and I fancied my new 
officers might not approve of this 
new fashion. Wondered what 
these men would be like. Had 
been informed I was now a unit 
in Canada’s senior regiment, the 
dEficers were strict. with no great 
Jove for the civilian soldiers from 
the Garrys. One must really sol- 
ier now in earnest. I awaited 
their return from the trenches 
With interest. 


Being in Belgium amade a dif- 
Terence. One seemed to absorb the 
spirit of the front and in a short 
space of time could pass muster 
with strangers as a real soldier. As

Only those who know 
fear can be brave. A man who 
fears nothing is not as brave a 
man as he who fears mue‘: but 
effectively conceals that fact.

No one would wish to be such. A 
few were. Why? Simply because 
they could ibe nothing else. A man 
is Just himself. Naturally he pre- 
fers the respect to the derision of 
his companions. In the large ma- 
jority of cases men were able to 
conceal the deadly fear they felt. 
The few that could not have my 
sincere sympathy. Haye seen men 
so scared that they could, not con- 
trol their limbs. Their suffering 
was intense. Were they pitied? 
bitterly because 
they were ‘‘yellow.’’ Poor devils, 
I pitied them. ‘They tried but 
never succeeded in hiding that hor 
rible dread of the line and its many 
| attendant dangers. **Yellow’’: 
wonder who was not? What a pity 
we are unable to read the inside 
of another. What a different story 
would be told. We’d find almost 
every man entitled to the claret 
eoloured ribbon of the V.C. To 
face things calmly while one’s real 
self was in a ferment of apprehen- 
sion was a-tremendous strain, and 
my great wonder is that any could 
stand up under it.

Enter the ‘‘Drags’’ 


Late one afternoon the 5th and 
Sth Battalions marched quietly 
from the camp to relieve the Cav- 
alry Brigade. No excitement was 
manifested.

| clean-looking chaps were hundreds 
of miles from the line. In m ig-

more terrible than it really was. To 
me it seemed to be a veritable 
death trap.

As tired as they were after the 
long march they were quite able 
to sojourn at the house of a civilian 
who «was assuring herself of a com- 
fortable future by selling eggs, cof- 
fee and chips. The number of eggs 
consumed by the troops in France 
was truly prodigous. Have my- 
self got away with six. This was a 
low average. The price was gen- 
erally half a frane each but when 
the demand mwas in excess of the 
supply double that amount was 
charged without a ‘blush. 

At roll-call the following morn. 
ing my draft fell in with the regi- 
ment. Most of my Garry pals wer 
in ‘‘C’? Squadron, and it gave we 
creat satisfaction to be attached 
to the 1st troop of that squadron 
Major Kingsford was then squad- 
ron leader, with Caldwell his sez- 
ond in command. Newky was troop 
officer. Earnshaw and London 
the sergeants. Mennish and White 
the corporals. White was an im- 
mense red-headed Scotsman who, 
prior to our presentation of /horses 
secured a commission in the Im- 
perial army. Almost at the start 
I knew that Newky and myself 
would never love each other. Tle 
had a marked antipathy to drafts. 
especialy those from the Fort Gar- 
ry Horse.
